(c) output a program having a display format or frame 
rate different than that of the audio/video program received through 
the input .

second (fps) production format, if necessary, for storage within the 
high-capacity video storage means and for review on the color 
display; [and] 

means to convert the production format into one or more of 
the following output formats, either directly 

from the input receiving means or from the storage means: 
NTSC at 3 0 fps, 
PAL/SECAM at 25 fps, 
HDTV at 25 fps, 
HDTV at 3 0 fps, 

film-compatible video at 24 fps, and 
film-compatible video at 30 fpsj_ and 
asynchronous pro gram recording and reproducing capabilities 

to provide a program in an output format having a frame rate greater 

than 24 f rames per second .
